FROM THE DIRECTOR 


Greetings, 
Iam honored to present our annual report for fiscal year 2022. 


In accordance with RSMo 34.031, the Office of Administration is 
submitting the annual report to summarize Missouri state 
government's accomplishments in the areas of recycling, waste 
reduction, and recycled content product procurement. 


State law directs state agencies to implement policies for recycling, 
waste reduction, and procurement of recycled content products. 
The Missouri State Recycling Program, administered by the Office of 
Administration, Division of General Services, is responsible for 
assisting state agencies in these areas. The State Recycling Program 
works cooperatively with the Missouri Interagency Recycling 
Committee (MIRC) to facilitate recycling and waste reduction by 
state team members. 


As a result of the efforts of state team members and MIRC, we continue to develop the state's 
recycling collection infrastructure. State team members continue to reduce the amount of 
waste generated at state facilities and the related costs of waste disposal. Recycling and waste 
reduction highlights from FY22 include: 


e 9,842,010 pounds of materials recycled. 


e Energy saved from pounds of material recycled is 
equivalent to the annual energy consumption of 
2,114 homes. 


e $6,947,372 of recycled-content products purchased. 
e $196,710 in revenue generated for the recycling fund. 


e $380,689 in waste disposal costs avoided.* 


We appreciate the support of the Administration and the General Assembly in our recycling 
efforts.

RECYCLING PROGRAM 


In 1989, the Missouri State Recycling Program (MSRP) was established when legislation added sections 
34.031 and 34.032 to Chapter 34 of the Missouri Revised Statutes. The MSRP partners with state team 
members and agencies to facilitate fiscally and environmentally responsible strategies for reuse and 
recycling of state property. 


About the Program 


e The MSRP is staffed by the recycling manager and supported by the Missouri Interagency Recycling 
Committee (MIRC), as well as a large number of team member volunteers. 


e MIRC serves an important purpose by providing input on recycling initiatives and communicating 
with state team members. The recycling committee is composed of representatives from various 


state departments (executive, judicial, and legislative). The list can be found on the MSRP website. 


e State team members are key to the success of the recycling program. Thanks to their efforts, 
thousands of pounds of material are recycled each day.

2022 Recycling Champions: Recognizing Those Who Go Above and Beyond 


The Missouri State Recycling Program (MSRP) annually recognizes state agencies and team members for 
their outstanding contributions in the areas of waste reduction and recycling. 


Department of Elementary & Secondary Education—Mighty Movers 

In fiscal year 2022 (FY22), the Department of Elementary and Secondary Education (DESE) started 
the tremendous task of cleaning the basement of the Jefferson Building in preparation for heating, 
ventilation, and air conditioning (HVAC) renovation. DESE formed the Mighty Movers team and 
partnered with MSRP for project assistance. Throughout the Jefferson Building's basement cleanout 
project, the Mighty Movers communicated with all DESE team members about coordinated clean-up 
dates and how materials should be organized. These communication efforts were key to maximizing the 
amount of material that was ultimately reused or recycled.

Missouri Lottery—Jay Mueller

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Discarded Paint Finds New Life 
One goal of manufacturing recycled paint is to prevent old paint from showing up at household 
hazardous waste collections, which can be expensive. 


“Paint is one of the most expensive products for local household hazardous waste programs to manage,” 
Lisa McDaniel of the Mid-America Regional Council's Solid Waste Management District (MARC) said. 
“Supporting the collection of old paint to be made into recycled paint has the potential to relieve local 
governments and taxpayers of that financial burden while also supporting a vibrant paint recycling 
system in Missouri.” 


MARC, along with Missouri Department of Natural Resources, recently partnered on a project to use 
recycled paint at the Missouri State Parks central warehouse at Lake of the Ozarks. It featured paint 
donated by recycled paint manufacturers GDB International and Amazon Paint.

Box Re-use Program Saves Thousands of Dollars 

For the past 20 years, OA Document Solutions (ODS) and the State Data Center (SDC) have worked to 
develop a “closed loop” box reuse program. Using this method, boxes of printed letters from the SDC 
are shipped to ODS for processing. The boxes are then returned to SDC for reuse. More than 100 boxes 
are returned to the SDC for reuse each week, with a yearly cost-avoidance of more than $5,200. 


“OA Document Solutions is always interested in ways we can recycle and reuse products, and the box 
reuse program is a longstanding success story for us. Saving $5,000 a year may not seem like a lot of 
money, but it adds up over time,” OA Document Solutions Manager Jessica Cadell said. “ODS also offers 
the option to our customers to print on recycled paper products. We recently instituted recycling 
programs for used printer cartridges, as well as cans and bottles. Every little bit we can do to close the 
loop helps.”

MOREuse is a web-based application that facilitates the reuse and

recycling of state property. 


More than 605 team members used MOREuse in fiscal year 2022 (FY22) to advertise items available to 
other state agencies or to search for items their agency may need. Property exchanged (at no cost) 
includes anything from paper clips and three-ring binders to office chairs. State agencies avoided 
spending an estimated $301,553 by acquiring property through the MOREuse system instead of 


purchasing new property. 


The MOREuse community is made up of givers (agencies with unneeded property) and takers (agencies 
that need the property). Property posted or exchanged on MOREuse is for state agency use only.

Missouri's State Recycling Fund was 
established by RSMo 34.032, which states, “proceeds 
from the sale of recycled materials may be used to FY22 
offset costs of the recycling program.” Additionally, all 
funds deposited into the state recycling fund are 
dedicated to recycling-related expenses for state FY21 
government.

FY22 saw a noticeable increase in deposits to the state 
recycling fund for a total of $196,710. This was due to 
strong scrap material markets and a significant increase ryi9 
in recycling efforts by Department of Corrections and 
the Office of Administration.

A newly designed paper recycling survey used by state agencies in Jefferson City resulted in a more 
efficient collection of paper and cardboard. This generated a decrease to our FY22 hauling costs by 65 


percent compared to FY21 hauling costs.

Contributions to the Heating Assistance Program (Utilicare) 

Excess revenues from the sale of recyclable materials are transferred to the Heating Assistance Program 
(HAP) managed by the Missouri Department of Social Services pursuant to RSMo 34.032. The HAP, also 
known as Utilicare, provides financial assistance to low-income Missourians for heating their homes 
during winter months. As a result of state team member recycling efforts, a $30,000 contribution to the 
HAP was made in FY22, which will help approximately 150 Missouri households pay energy bills.
